Two More Ships Fly Yellow Flags 
in New York Bay. 


The Steamers Wyoming and Wieland 
Placed Under the Ban. 


PROTEST OF CABIN PASSENGERS ON THE 
NORMANNIA. 


They Demand Protection From the Gov- 
ernor of New York—Sandy Hoor to Be 
Used as a Haven of Refuge—The Rec- 

_» ord of Cholera Cases Up to Date atthe 
Quarantine Islands-—St. Louisans on 
the Plagus Ships. 


New York, Sept. 9.—The Hamburg-Ameri- 
can Line steamship Wieland, which passed 
Sandy Hook shortly after6 o’clock this morn- 
ing, reached the Lower Bay at 7:13 and there 
anchored and hoisted the yellow flag, indli- 
cating that she has sickness, probably chol- 
era, on board. 


The Wieland is not oneof the first-class; 


steamers of the Hamburg-American Line, but 
is a vessel of about the same size and build as 
the Rugia, whichis now in Lower Quaran- 
tine. The Wieland, however, like the Rugia, 
carries both cabin and steerage passengers, 
and no doubt has her usual full complement 
of the latter. 

The yellow flag has also again been hoisted 
on boardjthe steamship Normannia, where so 
many saloon passengers are detained in spite 
of the fact that the scourge seemed to be at- 
tacking the steamship’screw and steerage 
passengers alone. 

The dreailed fag of pest was not hoisted this 
morning on board the Rugia or the Moravia, 
and hopes are entertained that there will be 
no further outbreaks of the disease on board 
of these two. 

The White Star Line steamer Britannic 
from Liverpool aiso passed Sandy Hook tnis 
morning, and as she did so the signal ‘*Re- 
port me all well’’ was fluttering from her 
signalhalyards. Though this news of an- 
other cholera ship in port increases the 
gravity ofthe situation at quarantine there 
is no alarm felt in official circles here, and 
the health autborities still feel confident of 
being able to keep the dread invader from 
landing on our shores. 

THE OFFICIAL RECORD. 

The cholera record, up to this morning, 
without counting the cases which may be an- 
nounced to-day, is as follows:

Dr. Jepkins said toeday that there have 
been no new casesof cholera onthe Moravia 
for several days and he is confident that the 
disease has been stamped out on board this 
ship. 

The British steamer Joseph John, which 
left Hamburg, Aug. 20, passed Sandy Hook 
for New York at 8:20a.m. This vessel regis- 
ters but 1,357 toms and is of the tramp species 
or steamers, but is quite likelyto havea 
number of immigrants aboard, 

This morning the vessels in upper quaran- 
tine are the Stubbenhuk, Spree, Wyoming, 
Corean, Diamant, Obdam, Dubbledam, Sara- 
toga and Joseph John. In lower quarantine: 
Moravia, Normannia, Rugia and Wiesland., 

NO CHOLERA IN THE CITY. 

Of course there have been and will be 
rumors started that cases of cholera have 
been discovered inthis city, but the Health 
Board is pledged to announce to the public 
the first case of genuine Asiatic cholera 
which is discovered here, and in its daily 
bulletins, now issued every morning and 
evening, the board denies that a case of gen- 
wine cholera has been discovered here, In 
addition, as much fuss has been made of the 
case of aman named Charles M. Elroy, who 
died early in the week, the board has made 
public its report of the autopsy which has 
tended to calm down the sensational rumors. 
This report reads: 

‘‘The anatomical lesions and the micro- 
scopical appearance of the intestinal con- 
tents found inthe body of Charles M. Elroy, 
85 years ef-age, of 879 Tenth avenue, referred 
to us for investigation, are those commonly 
found in so-called cholera nostras or sporadic 
cholera, and are not at all suggestive of 
cholera Asiatica.’’ 

New York, it ts asserted by the city officials, 
was never ina healthier condition than it Is 
at present and everything possible is being 
done to make it healthier still, The presence 
of cholera in New York harbor and the pre- 
cautions being taken to keep the disease from 
Janding here, have brought many proposi- 
tions tending in this direction to the front, 

CALL FOR THE NATIONAL GUARD. 

The latest from one standpoint is that as 
the National Guard was called out to do po- 
lice duty during the Buffalo riots, that 
(trouble now being on the water) the mari- 
time branch of the National Guard, namely, 
the naval reserve or naval reserve artillery 
should be promptly called out to do boat 
work, patrolling about the quarantined ships 
and in other ways lend their assistance to 
combating the plague. When it is taken 
into consideration that the naval reserve 
is composed of some of the choicest 
flowers of bankipg, brokering, medical, 
business and legal circles in this city, the 
task before them of broiling in the sun along- 
side cholera ships for an indefinite period, 
the full significance of the proposition will be 
readily understood. However, one thing is 
certain, !f our so-called ‘‘dude shell-backs"’ 
are called upon to face the common enemy, 
be it pestilence orarmed men they will ro- 
spond to the calito the front as gallant 
young American gentlemen from 
all parts of the country would with enthusi- 
asm and courage. 

The naval reserve men are thus urged ina 
letter published here to jumpin and re- 
lieve the police from boat duty. It asks: 
*«Jf the National Guard could be called out 
to do police duty at Buffalo, why can’t they 
be made available for this more serious 
emergency? We bave an arm of that service 
especially for ,duty on the waters of the 

. The naval reserve artillery is made 
of enthusiastic young men who are just 


y to do something. Let them be called 
¢and set to guard the quarantined vessels 
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| and let it be understood that they will open 
fire with Gatling guns and howitzerson any 
persons whotry to violate quarantine. The 
Signal corps might be utilized, too. The 
naval reserve hasasignalcorps ofits own. 
These men could signal to members of the 
regular signal corps stationed around the 
harboror bay in case a boat that tried@to 
violate the quarantine was escaping, and 
have her intercepted from the Jand.’’ 

An additional reason for calling out the 
naval reserve artillery is the fact that quar- 
antine is a State matter, not controlable by 
the city. It is an anomaly therefore, that city 
police should be dcing duty that really be- 
longstothe State. ‘The State police isthe 
National guard andthe harbor police of the 
National Guard is certainly the naval reserve 
artilery. Let. Gov. Flower call them out 
for active duty. 

ANOTHER STRICKEN SHIP. 

At 10 0’clock to-day Dr. Jenkins returned 
from a visit tothe Union Line steamer Wyo- 
ming, which arrived Wednesday night. Two 
children died on board the vessel Inst night. 
Dr. Jenkins was reticent about the matter, 
but the cases are regarded as suspects and 
the Wyoming was ordered tothe lower bay. 
The names of thechildren who died on the 
Wyoming are Elias Pepper, Persian, aged 
8 months, and Victoria Eleaka, Persian, aged 
6months. Twochildren and their mother 
are sick on the Wyoming with symptoms of 
cholera. Dr. Jenkins says all those who 
have been In contact with them will be sent 
to Hoffman Island. They left Russia three 
weeks ago. Three’nurses were taken to 
Swinburne Island this morning by Dr. Walker 
onthe tug Manhattan. They wore king’s 
Daughters’ badges and were from .the Pres- 
byterian Hospital. Their names c@uld not be 
obtained. 
ALL WELL ON THE WIELAND. 

Later intheday br. Jenkins gota report 
from Dr. Walser, who was sent to investi- 
gate the steamer Wieland, that there was no 
cholera on board. It is now 
stated that the Wieland sailed from 
Cuxhaven on Aug. %8, with 157 cabin 
passengers. No steerage passengers were 
carried. Amongthe passengers are John ©. 
H. Agar, Consul Henry De Jewett, Dr. E. F. 
Becker, Miss Marie Hinkel, Dr. William 
Rausch and Dr. W. A. Ford. 


It is now said that the death of the two 
children on the Guion liner last night were 
caused by the fumes of burning sulphur 
which was being used to disinfect 
steamer.

DEMAND PROTECTION,

NEw YorkK, Sept. 9.—The following letter 
has been sent tothe Governor of New York 
State by the Committee on Sanitation on 
voard the quarantined steamship Nor- 
mannia: 

Tothe Hon. R. P. Flower, Governor of the State 
of New York: 
The undersigned, 

first ana second cabin passengers of the steamship 

Normannia, now in quarantineinthe port of New 

York, respectfully show: 

‘That as good citizens, we cheerfully submit to 
such detention as may be deemed necessary by san- 
itary experts for the preservation of the public 
health, but we hold that wh#l® undergoing such nec- 
essary detention, we are entitled, at the hands of 
the authorities, to as much care and protection 
against infection as any other body of 
citizens; as persons innocent of crime and 
suffering discomfort in the public interest, it is 
our right to hvae that discomfort reducec to a mini- 
mum, and to this end no expense should be spared, 
or reasonable precautions negiected. Brt such 
measures have not been taken, and 500 persons, 
mostly citizens of the United States, have been ex- 
posed to infection to their own danger and the dan- 
ger ofthe public. To show this to be true we submit 
the following facts: 

We have been detained since 4 o’clock Saturday 
morning by order of the health officers, and yet dur- 
ing that time no official inspection of the ship or

Now that you know the truth, we venture to hope 
thatyou willact promptly Longer delay in this 
matterseems to us to approach criminality. We 
subjoin hereto the report of the Passenger Commit- 
tee on Sanitation.

The undersigned passenger committee, appointed 
by the cabin passengers On board the steamer Nor- 
mannia, regard it their dutyto appeal to public 
opinion in view of the following considerations and 
facts. Itseems inconceivable that 600 heretofore 


healthy people should be quarantined on boar 4 an 
infected ship, and thatit is impossibleto isolate 
them ata place thus far not infected. They em- 
phasize this point so much more, as from all ap- 
pearances the measures taken to disinfect the Nor- 
manniahave been incompleto and void of that 
speedy, energetic and systematic mode of proceed- 
ing which is necessary to efficiently counteract the 
damaging influences to which all are exposed. In 
reference to these points they submit the following 
facts: 

First, at no time have.there been facilities to re- 
movethe sickimmediately after the onsetof the 
cholériec symptoms, even dead bodies having been 
kept on board for twenty-four hours and more. 

Second, at no time an official thorough inspection 
ofthe ship has been made, nor have any measures 
been taken with regard to disinfection, except such 
as were possible with the insufficient supply of dis- 
infecting material carried on board. 

Third, disinfecting materia! nas not been furnished 
promptiyin spite of the request of the ship’s au- 
thorities, Their demand, made on Saturday, the 
3d, to place on board the shipan official expert to 
supervise and execute thorough disinfection has not 
been complied with, 

Fourth, the water supply of the ship has not been 
taken care of the proper way, although by Monday 
morning the tanks were clean and ready to receive 
| fresh water. The supply of fresh water immediate- 
| ly after the arrival of the ship should have been 

made a main point of sanitary importance. Weare 
| on the fourth day of quarantine. 

If, therefore, in spite of such a condition of things, 
the passengers should be obliged to remain in quar- 
antine on board the Normannia, the undersigned 

_ deem it their duty to demand the execution of such 
| measures under the supervision of official experts as 
areapttoremove efficientiy the danger to which 
under the given circamstances the occupants of the 
ship are constantly exposed.

STRICKEN HAMBURG. 


DISTRESS CAUSED BY THE PLAGUE INCREASING 
DAILY—THE DEATH LIST. 
HAMBURG, Sept. 9.—It is difficult to recon.- 
'Cile the statement that the cholera Is abating 
in Hamburg either with private accounts or 
with the official statistics, The distress in 
| that city is increasing daily, and is becoming 
'as serious as tre epidemic itself. Prince 
Henry has appealed to public charity on be- 


half of the stricken city of Hamburg and has 
‘telegraphed to the Hamburg Health Commit- 
'tee toindicate its requirements. The com. 
mittee, in its re ply to the Prince, expresses 
' the deepest gratitude forthis first and hith- 
erto solifary expression Of sympathy. This 
pathetic tinge of breach of the Interest of 
Germany is merited. A greater disposition 
to indulge in virtuous indignation at the in- 
competency of the Hamburg authorities than 
to lend a succoring hand. 

There has been a slight decline in the last 
twepty-four hours in the virulence of the ep- 
idemic. ‘The new cases number 897, the 
|deaths 298 and the interments 489, Nine- 

teen thousand coffins were landed in the 

harbor to-day. Great indignation prevails 
/atthe remissness of the authorities. There 
is aninsufficient numberof ambulances in 
the city. Thousands of persons belonging to 
the poorest classes, hungry and out of em- 
ployment, are Walking the streets. The pro- 
posed Columbus fetes have been abandoned 
and all tbe public schools closed until No- 
vember, 
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IN RUSSIA, 

ST. PETERSBURG, Sept, 9.—The returns for 
the whole empire show that 4,694 new Cases 
of cholera were reported on Monday. The 
ceaths numbered 2,540. On Sunday the new 
cases reported numbered 4,779, an excess o 
85 cases over those reported Monday. The 
deaths on Sunday were 2, Monday's fg-

TO CREMATE BODIES. 

BERLIN, Sept. 9.—The authorities have 
asked the Minister of the Interior to give 
them permission to cremate the bodies of 
those who die of cholera in this city. The 


municipal authorities are obliged to dispose 
of tlie bodies, and urge that cremation is the 
safest way of so doing, 


FLYING THE YELLOW FLAG. 
DUBLIN, Sept. 8.—The steamer City of Rot- 
terdam, from Hamburg, arrived this even- 
ing flying a yellow flag. She was boarded by 


the health officer, who was informed that 
one of the seamen on board had.been at- 
tacked with cholera: The man was removed 
toa hospital and the Steamer was thoroughly 
fumigated. 


TO BAR OUT PEST. 


ADDITIONAL PRECAUTIONS ADOPTED BY THE 
MARINE HOSPITAL SERVICE. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 9.—The Surgeon 
General of the Marine Hospital Service to- 
day issued acircular amending the circular 
of July 8, 1892 relative to disinfection. It Is 
addressed to collectors ci customs, medical 
officers of the Marine ospital Sergvice and 
others whom it may concern and is as fol- 
lows: 

‘*Vessels from cholera infected districts to 
be forbidden entry unless provided with cer- 
tificates of disinfection, issued when the 


cholera prevailed onty in Russia and the far 
East, isnow hereby amended, and it is 
ordered that collectors of customs shall here- 
after accept such other disinfection as may 
be required by the nature of special articles 
or merchandise and are provided a Cer- 
tificate furnished by the quarantine officer at 
the port of arrival, the said articles cannot 
be disinfected without injury after the meth- 
ods described inthe circular, and that they 
are not liable to convey infection, or have 
been disinfected and freed from all danger in 
a manner satisfactory to himself, 


IN THE PROVINCE OF QUEBEC. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 9.—Surgeon- 
General Wiyman has received from Dr, Elsere 
Pelitier, the Secretary of the Central Board 
of Health of the Province of Quebec, a tele- 
gram saying that the following by-laws, 
made under authority ofthe clauses regard- 
ing epidemics, have Deen sanctioned by the 
government and are now In force in the 
Province: 


Until otherwise ordered it is forbidden for anv ves- 
sel coming from an infected port or reporied to be 
infected with cholera, to bring in by water or bv 
jand immigrants or immigrants’ effect within the 
Province of Quebec, or to touch atauy point in the 
Province of Quebec, or disembark anything 
soever, passengers, crews or merchandise, 
forbidden for any vessel haviug had om board during 
the voyage one or more eases of cholerato touch at 
any point in the Province of Quebec, or disembark 
anything whatsoever, passengers, crews or mer- 
chandise, and itis the duty of the Municipal Coun- 
cil in the Province of Quebec to have the above 
regulations respected and executed, « 

Dr. Wyman immediately telegraphed the con- 
tents of the above telegram tothe Collector of Cus- 
toms at Bangor, Me... and informed him that this

A FLOATING HOSPITAL, 

DETROIT, Mich., Sept. 9.—The Detroit 
soard of Health yesterday leased the excur- 
sion steamer Milton D. Ward for two years, 
and willconvert her into a floating hospital 
for use in caring for cholera patients or emi- 
grants detained. It is estimated that it will 
cost $2,000 per month to maintain the vessel, 
‘the railroads, in spite of their announce 
ments that they would not ship any more im- 
migrants until quarantine is raised, brought 
several car ioads to Detroit yesterday. The 
immigrants were stopped at Windsor, On- 
tario, disinfected and released, and were not 
allowed to ecross the border.

BRIDGEWATER THINKS CORBETT CAN 
WHIP PETER JACKSON. 


Mr. Spink Gives a Glowing Description of 
the Fight—How Sullivan’s Friends 
Vere Disappointed—A Banquet After 
the Battle That Never Came Off—Cor- 
bett’s Cleverness—Duncan Harrison 
Sends a Brutal Message to Sulliven— 
Muldoon’s Opinion-The Champion 
Leaves for the East. 


The advance guard of the St. Louts delega- 
tion to New Orleans arrived home at noon 
to day over the Cairo Short line. Al Spink, 
the South Side Park manager and editor of 
the Sporting News and his friend Capt. Gillis 
were met at the Main Street Depot by a PosT- 
DispatcH reporter. Though fagged out with 
theif long journey they grew enthusiastic in 
discussing the big fight. 

**How was it won?’’ Spink was asked, 

He answered tersely: ‘‘Intelligence and 
brain, skillasa boxer. strength and pluck, 
hight and reach, youth and agility. There, 
you have the qualities through which Cor- 
bett downed the champion. It wasa terrible 
downfall for the champlon, but the victor 
deserved thecrown. It was not a s¢ratch 
victory. It was all-round superiority that 
won the fignt. 

AN IDEAL ATHLETE. 

‘*Corbett is physically the most perfect 
man that everentered thering. Ashe stood 
smiling before time was called he looked like 
a revivified plece of Greek statuary. The head 
was noble, the expression intelligent, the 
body smooth and firm as the chiseled 
marble without an ounce of superfluous 
flesh ora muscle developed a hair’s breadth 
beyond the normal, He looked frail along 
side of his antagonist, one was a Hercules 
the other an Apollo. Sullivan certainly 
did look magnificent. His frame gave 
the expression of vast strength, but 
there was no buoyancyin his air or agility 
inhis movements. The first round settled 
the resultin my mind when Corbett eluded 
the champion with the greatest ease and 
showed himself absolutely cool and con- 
fident. The resources of his Intelligence and 
ring generalship were showntn that brief 
three minutes. He dancer” about 
the champion like a sunbeam and 
whenthe audience hissed him he stopped 
suddenly, held up his hands deprecatingly 
and gave his audience a look that seemed to 
say, ‘Icame here todoacertain thingand I 
meantodoitinmyown way.’ He had his 
man gauged after that round, he knew his 
superiority asa boxer and was confident of 
victory. : 
CORBETT’S LINE OF BATTLE. 

Once assured that he was clever enough to 
avoid his antagonist’s tactics, he laid out his 
pians. Oneyound was devoted to Sullivan’s 
stomach, jand when the champion 
lowered Mis guard he piayed on 
his noge and neck. His long, 
lithe arms\shot out with the swiftness and 
force of piston rods and dazed the champion. 
Jimwas thoroughly cool, all through the 
fight he recognized the cheers of his friends. 
witha cool confident smile which quickly 
tarned to the ferocious look ofa tiger when- 
ever he faced his antagonist. 

THE TERRIBLE TWENTY-FIRST. 

Poor old Sullivan wasa pitiful spectacle 
after Corbett tapped his claret. He was 
dazedand groggy, but he wore that flerce 
look of grim determination until the last. 
Corbett had been alternating between Sulll- 
van’s face and stomach, and the final 
round opened with his left hand pldying 
around the champion’s nose. Suddenly his 
rightarm shot out with fearful force and 
landed on Sulllvan’s stomach, with anolse 
like the breaking of a base drum. Sullivan 
drew up with the fearful pain and Jet his 
hands fall. Quick as a flash Corbett’s left was 
on Sulllvan’s nose. The blow knocked his 
head back, then Corbett placed six drives 
with his right and left hands, Sullivan’s 
head wobbling from right to left from the 
blows. Then Corbett drew back his right 
arm and landel a full-arm swing right 
on the jawbone. The champion qulivered 
all through his mighty frame from 
the shock and then collapsed, going down in 
aheap with his bioody face burrowed inthe 
sand, He writhed an the floor in agony and 
only raised himself enough to fall over on his 
bock. Corbett stood over him with a fearful- 
ly wicked gleam inhiseyes. When McAuliffe 
Johnson carried the uncon- 
scious man to his corner Jim walked 
up totake his hand, but McAuliffe said: ‘*For 
God’s sake Keep away; he’s unconsclous.’’ 
Then Referee Duffv sent Jimto his corner 
and awarded him the fight. brady threw his 
arms around his neck and kissed him, and 
his trainers and friends followed suit. 

THAT FAMOUS SPEECH. 

**A good deal has been said in the papers 
about the speech Sullivan made when he was 
able tostandup. i was sitting right in front 
of him when he came to the ropes. His 
face was ae hideous + sight. It was 
raw, and blood and big tears were 
rolling down his cheeks. His volce 
was hoarse with emotion and he blurted out « 
‘*The old man went in oncetoo often. He 
me, but he was an American.’’ A 
fierce wild cry of delight burst from the audl- 
ence at his patriotic words, for they were 
nearly all for Sullivan. 

ry AFTER THE BATTLE. 

‘The saddest scene of all was the way in 
which the crowd deserted the fallen champ- 
ion. Before the fight there was nothing 
but Sullivan taiked of. His name was on ey- 
erybody’s lips and Corbett’s ambition 
Was laughed to derision. The town 
was flooded with Sullivan’s colors. Around 
the ring-side before the fight noth- 
ing was waved but the little” silk 
handkerchiefs with the American and Irish 
flags, but they were all put carefully away 
afterthe first few rounds. ‘Ihis desertion 
must have broken the poor fellow’s heart. 
When he left the Olympic ‘iub the 
streets were deserted. The crowd had 
flocked after the new champion and forgotten 
theold man. He and Johnson, Phil Casey 
and McAuliffe drove alone tothe hotel. My 
room was Over Sulllvan’s and I was standing 
atthe door of the hotel when they drove up. 
About twenty-five people were in the rotun- 
da and as the exX-champion entered 
some one cried out, ‘‘Let’s give three 
cheers for our old friend, John L. sullivan! 
hip—bip—,’’ but the words died tn his throat 
asthe crowd remained y pomyehtet while Sul- 
livan and his friends hadto walk to their 
rooms in sUence.

HENRY BRIDGEWATER’S VIEWS, 

Henry Bridgewater the colored sport who Its 
recognized as the leader of the local colored 
followers of the prize ring who worship Peter 
Jackson, arrived home from New Orleans 
this morning, accompanied by George Jones, 
unother well-known colored sport. Both 
Bridgewater and Jones were enthusiastic

NO one who was 
not presentatthering side on the night of 
the contest has any idea whata surprise the 
champion’s defeat occasioned, Kveryone of 
the 9,000 spectators excepting a small coterie 
of Californians and Corbett’s immediate 
party, were thoroughly convinced that Sulil- 
van would winina walk. ‘Ihe result came 
like a thunderbolt out ofa clearsky. After 
the secound round Sullivan was Clearly out 
of it. Corbett’s cleverness was too 
much for him, Why I expected to see 
the big fellow put out in the eight round. 
Corbett had him onthe ropes at this polnt 
and was pounding daylights out ofhim. Had 
it not been for the sounding ofthe gonglam 
convinced the contest would have ended then 
and there. Corbett sized hismanup on the 
two opening rounds and afterward went in 
and madea ‘‘monkey’’ outof him, I doubt 
whether Sullivan ever was the man this Cal- 
ifornian isto-day. Lam a great admirer of 
Peter Jackson,whom I thought until Wednes- 
day night was the world’s second greatest 
heavyweight, but if heever meets Corbett 
azain, Ithink I will refrain from betting on 
the result. I did not come to _ this 
conclusion simply because Corbett defeated 
Sullivan, but on account of the masterly 
manner tn which he fought that battie. 
Sullivan has always been my idol, but I must 
confess, ascompared with the man who de- 
feated. him Wednesday night, there is as 
much difference as one finds between day and 
night.’’

Speaking of the * McAuliffe-Myer battle 

Bridgewater saia: ‘‘Although McAuliffe was 
successful and his victory caused my pocket- 
book to bulge considerably, I do not think 
he is anywhere near the clever 
man he was a year or two ago.

Decomposli- 
tion had so far proceeded that it 
Was impossible even to guess as to the cause 
wf death. The head and arms had been cut 
of by a person possessing some anatomical 
Xnowledge. Dr. Culverhouse, who examined 
the remains, concluded that they had be- 
onged to a full-grown woman of slight build, 

bout 6 feet binchesin height. The clothing 
Andicated thatshe had not belonged tothe 
Poorer classes. The linen was fine and well 
made. The road where the bocy was found, 
@bout a quarter of a mile from Althorp Sta- 
tion, is very secluded and entirely screened 
from ovdservation, and it was suggested that 
the body had been brought to Althorp by 
train or otherwise and deposited where it 
‘ras found.

GOT NO BOOTY. 


Fruitless Train Hold-Up in Oklehoma 
Territory. 


GUTHRIE, Okla,, Sept. 9.—Another unsuc- 
cessful attempt torob the south-bound pas- 
senger train on the Santa Fe was frustrated 
at midnight last night at Wharton, a little 


station in the Cherokee Strip, about twenty- 
five miles west of this place. The robbers 
chose a good place to rob the train, as Whar- 
ton is a little unimportant station 
Where a telegraph operator was killed 
not long ago. When the train arrived 
here nine bullet-holes were counted on the 
west side of the express car, The conductor, 
Ed Kitching, states that when his train 
stopped totake wafer he walked down the 
track and was met by his engineerand fire 
man with three other men. Revolvers were 
leveled on him and the robbers went on until 
they reached the express car, when they de- 
manded admittance. They were refused by 
Messenger Georgs Wagner. The robbers 
then opened fire, and a fusilade of shots were 
exchanged. Wagnerandhis assistant stood 
their ground until after the engineer, fire- 
man freed themselves from the robbers, and 
then the train pulled out. 

Engineer Spoonaugher has made the fol- 
lowing statement of the attempted robbery: 

‘*The train arrived at Wharton on time, 
and three masked men mounted the engine 
and ordered Fireman Ross and myself to step 
down. Then they compelled Rossto accom- 
pany them tothe express car door and told 
him to batter itdown. Whenthe first blow 
was struck on the doorthe express messen- 
ger fired through it, the fireman stepped 
back, but the men With cocked Winchesters 
again commandod him to continue work.,. 
‘For God’s sake, boys, don’t shoot, they are 
making me doit!’ yelled the fireman to the 
ener and again his blows feil onthe 
aoor, 

t was soon felled andthe robbers entered 
and at once broke open the small safe, Dut it 
Wasempty. Theexpressmen had openedit 
while the door was being barst in and hid 
most of the contents. Failing tofind booty 
therethe robbers paid their respects to the 
larger safe, but foundit impossible to open 
it. Not being prepared to force it they backed 
out and left, taking with them two baskets 
of grapesas trophies of the raid. No effort 
Was madeto robthe passengers. One of the 
robbers was stationed at the rear of the car, 
and shot whenevera head appeared atthe 
Window. Many shots were fired, both by 
those around the express car and by the 
guard at the rear of the tratin,’’

$54,000. 


A tract of 154 acres of ground located about 
@ mile north of Madison and just west of the 
new industrial site of Granite City, was sold 
to-day at $350 anacre by Greenwood & Co., 
from W. Gerhard and Herman H. Wulf- 
meyer, tothe realestate firm of Rutledge & 
Kilpatrick of this city. Granite City is lo- 
cated- on the east bank of the 


Mississippi River. It will comprise 
a 400-acre subdivision of the 2,600 acres of 
land purchased within the past two years 
by F. G. Niedringhaus, for the st. Louls 
Stamping Co. Grauing of the site is now in 
progress. This work requires the removal of 
680,000 cubic yards of dirt, said to be the 
largest private contract oj its Kind ever let 
inthe West. In making this town siteitis 
proposed to expend $350,000 for public im- 
provements, streets, gutters, sewers and 
sidewalks aione. The intention of the pro- 
jectors is to surpass everything that has been 
done in the developmentof Pullman City, 
and the civil engineer has been 
given carte bianche. Gabaret Island 
opposite the Sg@ouls Water-works is a part 
of the 2,600 acre™=awned by the Stamping Co., 
and it is there ut t#e bead of the isiand where 
the water-works for Granite City are to be 
located, and the remaining portion of the 
islandisto be converted into a handsome 
park for the pleasure oi the company’s ein- 
ployes. They are to have an electric line 
froin Granite City right tothe water-works., 
In this connection it may be stated that itis 
proposed to direct the flow of the riverat 
the head of Gabaret Island s0 that the 
water will all £0 down the main 
channel, in which event the  isiand 
willthen bea partof matin iand of the State 
of lllinois. Considering the near proximity 
ofthis point tothe St. Louls Water-works, 
it has already been suggested, and it is more 
than probable thata railroadtransfer will 
be located there for conveying coal direct 
across the river to the &t.

The 
making of Granite City will be the location 
ofthe company’srolling mill, its tin-plate 
mill and the stamping-works, all of. which 
industries wlll give’ employment to nearly 
4,.Q00 men. Moses Greenwood,who negotiated 
tne sale of the 154 acres to Rutledge & Kil- 
patrick, say the property has been owned 
for many years by the grantors named, and 
that they have been cultivating the soil in 
the meantime.

Daniel Connors Hangs Himself—Closing 
Day of the Belleviile Fair. 


Daniel Connors committed suicide in a very 
deliberate manner early this morning. He 
left his home at No. 17 South Rock Road about 
6 o’clock after writing a short note to one of 
his daughters and depositing it ona dress- 
ing-case, where it could readily be found. 
He walked down to Fourth street and 
Broadway, stopping on the way at 
the blacksmith shop of M. C. Pennell, who had 
been his friend fer years.

encircled his neck. His friend, the biacksmith, 
found the body lifeless. Mr. Pennell had found 
Connor’s note, which contained the information 
that the body of the writer would be found at the 
place mentioned. There was also a request that Un- 
dertaker Joseph notified. 
Mr. Pennel notified the police of 
the finding of : body and 
Officers Schubert and ‘Tipton cut it down. Later the 
coroner held an inquest at which the jury returned a 
verdict of suicide. ‘he note Connors left at home 
was to the same effect astne one he slipped under 
the door of the blacksmith shop, It was reid Dy the 
family shortly after the body had been found, and 
about the same time Mr. Penne! came totheir resi- 
dence to inform them of the suicide. Connor swas 55 
years old and hada wife and three grown 
daughters. He had been in poor health for several 
years, and itis pappoees that his condition made 
him dependent. He wasa member of the East St. 
Louis Lodge No. 294, A. O. U. W ;

ANARCHIST BERGMAN. 


He Prefers Death to a Long 
Prison. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Sept. 9.—Anarchist Berg- 

man, who attempted the life of H. C. Frick, 

stated in an interview to-day that if hig 

sentence was more than ten years he would 


kill himself. There was not enough in life, he 
said, tospend twenty orthirty years in prison 
with the prospects of a few years of liberty 
after the sentence had expired. Saidhe: ‘'I 
fully realize the consequences of my attempt 
onthe lifeof Mr. Frick. Idid so when tIat- 
tempted to kill him and was prepared to suf- 
fer the consequences had he died, 
More than ten years in prison would 
be worse than hanging, and if I had 
my choice I would prefer to hang rather than 
spend a lifetime in prison.’’ Bergman 
coolly talks of his crime and expresses only 
one regret—that his mission failed. He does 
not give Mr. Frick credit for the coolness and 
nerve claimed for him when the as- 
sault took place and says: ‘*There igs 
no use talking to me about Mr. Frick 
not being frightened.

By cleaning up our cities and 
towns, destroying all pestilential nui- 
sances and inducing all householders to 
look well to the cleanliness and sanitary 
conditions of theirown premises we may 
leave the cholera so little chance to operate 
in this country that it will soon disappear 
again.

THE CITIZENS’ SANITARY REPORTS 


DEMAND PROMPT ATTENTION. 


Following the Cleansing of the City, 
Quarantine and Hospital Work Will 
Be Necessaay, Should Cholera De- 
velop at the Seaboard-—To-Day’s Re- 
port of Citizen Sanitary Inspectors. 


The conference held in the Mayor’s office 
yesterday, in which Mayor Noonan, Health 
Commissioner Brennan, the members of the 
Board of Health. President Walbridge of the 
City Council, Comptroller Stevenson, Harbor 
Commissioner Able and City Counsellor Mar- 
shall participated, had one immediate re- 
sult. It brought out a unanimous declara- 
tion of opinion that the first Work to be done 
in guarding St. Louls against cholera was to 
thoroughly clean St. Louls. 

This wasghe view taken by the Post-Drs- 
PATCH When it called on its readers for indi- 
vidual reports of the sanitary condition of 
the city. 

Those reports, made throuzh the Post- 
DISPATCH far more promptly than would 
have been possible through official municipal 
channels, revealed the existence of many 
dGanger-spots and disease-breeding aul- 
sances. ; 

The citizens’ sanitary reports are still 
ecomingin. Itnow remains for the Health 
Depariiment to thoroughly clean the city and 
thus doaway with the evils reported. 

The citizens’ duty of reporting the unsanl- 
tary condition of the city has been weli done, 
The Health Department’s duty of placing the 
city in good sanitary condition is now im- 
perative. 

To-day’s report of the Post-DIsPaATCH read- 
ers is as follows: 

A BROADWAY COMPLAINT.

LABOR NEWS, 


A Compulsory Eight-Hour Law Asked of 
Parliament. 


Lonpon, Sept. 9.—The Trades Union Con 
gress in session at Glasgow had an exciting 
debate to-day on the question whether it was 
desirable to have enforced by Parliamentary 
enactment an eight-hour day for every trade 
in the Kingdom, The opponents of the 
eight-hour law supported their position with 
earnestness and energy, but the motion in 
favor of eight hours received unexpected 
sympathy from a number of representatives 
of the cotton manufacturing districts, whoia 
Lancashire have heretofore been opposed to 
the eight-hour people. The resolution of an 
eight-hour working day, compulsory by law, 
was passed withthe proviso that any, trade 
except the ininers should be empowered Dv a 
vote of the majority to exempt itself from the 
eight-hour limit.

LEGALLY EXECUTED. 


Bill Davis Hanged for Murdering a Police- 
man in Virginia. 


BRISTOL, Tenn., Sept. 9.—Bill, Davis, col- 
ored, was hanged at Tazewell Church, this 
afternoon, for the murder of a_ colored 
policeman at Pocahontas, Va, in 
1891. Davis professed religion im 
the Lynchburg jail a few months 
agoand announced to his friends yesterday 
and to-day that he was ‘‘going straight to 
Jesus,’’ The Pocahontas policeman was 


trying to arrest Davis for assaulting his 
wife when the fatal shot was fired. He 
made a few remarks on the scaffold. He 
died ina very few moments from strangula- 
tion. A large crowd was present, but the 
hanging was private, onlya few being ad- 
mitted. Davis was baptised and, about tl 
o’clock he shouted long and loud and sald he 
was anxious to go,

were Charles Craig, colored, and Edward 
McCarthy, a brace of Cincitnnatl murderers 
that the people are glad to get rid of.

Mayor Noonan Thinks Gallagher Will Re- 
csive Another Trial. 


In relation to the opinion of City Counselor 
Marshall in the case of the removal ofJ. Pr. 
Gallagher as Superintendent of the Poor- 
house, Mayor Noonan said this morning that 
he would send the opinion tothe Board of 
Charity Commissioners for their information 
and action. 

**I] presume then,’’ said His Honor, ‘‘that 
the board will proceed to formulate some 
definite charges against Mr. Gallagher and 
notify him or his attorney of the date set for 
ahearing. Atleast that seems to me tobe 
the reasonable course to pursue.’*’ The opin- 
ion of the City Counsellor sets out 
that inasmuch as the Board of Charity 
Commissioners did not prefer any 
specific charges against Mr. Gallagher he 
Was not accorded the ‘‘full, fair and im- 
partial hearing,’’ whichthe ordinance pre- 
scribes. Insupportof his opinion he cites 
the Dawson case and other authorities. 

As Mr. Gallagher has been dropped from 
the pay roll ot the Poor-house by order of 
Heaith Commissioner brennan, his present 
legal status becomes daily more interesting. 


Cost of Street Cleaning. 


Street Supt. John Duffy recently madean 
approximate estimate of the cost of cleaning 
the macadam and unreconstructed streets of 
the city. Heclaimsit costs about $200 per 
mile to have the work thoroughly done. 


There are about 300 miles of mac- 
adam Streets, 500 of unreconstructed 
Streets an! eighty-five miles of paved 
alleys, Making an aggregate of 885 miles. 
For this work $120,000 was appropriated this 
year or abort $136 per mile per year. 

‘*In other words we have only $136 for 
cleaning a mile of streets once a year, and 
this, Iciaim, is entirely inadequate for the 
purpose. It should be four times that amount 
to secure clean streets.’’

The Governmental Flood Report. 


The Government report of the recent flood in this 
vicinity was submitted yesterday afternoon by Dr. 
M. F,. Godfrey, who was selected to make the inves- 
tigation: 


The first upward movement of the river was no- 
ticed on May 5, at which time the stage of the water 
was 20.6 feet. The flood crest was reached on May 
19, the highest stage being 35.85 feet. The water 
receded to 31] feet on May 31, then rose again to 34.7 
feeton June 5. It continued ai a high stage until 
July 9, when the stage was 31.1 feet and then fell 
aradually to 13.) feeton Aug. 16. The rate of cur- 
rent at the highest stage was 10.886 feet per second. 
The rate at ordinary low stage was 4.03 feet per sec- 
ond. The highest water previous to recent flood 
was 41.4 feeton June 28, 1544. The mean stage of 
the river at St. Louis for nineteen years (1812 to 
1890 inclusive) was 13.42 feet,
